Temperance Notes.

— With no saloons to support Kansas ought to 
redeem herself financially this season, with her 
abundant crops. 

—The saloon keepers of Kansas City have or- 
ganized for the purpose of protecting themselves 
against the encroachment of temperance, aa they 
say. They realize that temperance ia slowly but 
surely moving forward. 

— Men say they can't quit drinking. Then 
they can't quit robbing, and abusing their 
families. Can't quit disturbing the peace. Can't 
quit making themselves a horrible spectacle 
wherewith to mortify the sensibilities of decent 
people. They can't quit making a hog of them- 
selves. Can't quit making a fool, and finally a 
maniac of themselves. Ia this all there is of such 
people. If they have no more self control, then 
indeed somebody ought to control matters for 
them, they ought not be allowed to have it — 
strong drink I mean. 

—Men that claim a right to drink all the whisky 
they please, claim the right to create a nuisance 
of themselves, to trespass upon their neighbors, to 
rob and abuse their families, to steal, and fight 
and kill, and do every other thing a depraved 
nature will dictate. But the same men are not 
willing to have such things imposed upon them 
by others. 

— If the man who is in a habit of spending a 
dime or two, or a nickle or three each day for 
whisky or beer, could have the whole amount re- 
turned to him, at the end of five years, all in a 
pile, he would be surprised beyond expression. 
I doubt not, but at the end* of a long life of de- 
bauchery, he could be redeemed from such a life, 
and have every conviction of conscience obliterat- 
ed, and be reinstated, to what he might have been. 
1 opine he would have a greater surprise. If this 
now is true — boys learn a lesson. 

— If the same amount of money that is spent for 
liquor iu Kansas City, were spent in building 
churches each year, Mo. would ere long have a 


respectable church house, in each township in the 
state, not excepting "The bill country." 

— Having already remarked in these items, that 
the saloon men of Kansas City have organized, 
for the purpose of protecting their nefarious bu- 
siness, against the temperence encroachment. I 
now can chronicle the fact, that there ib a move 
on foot by the temperance people to have an elec- 
tion under the "Local option law," It is to be 
hoped that they will not only succeed in holding 
the election, but in dowing license too. This would 
close the saloons for at least Tour years — If 1 
understand the law, there can bo another election 
forced on tbe public in four years. But it is to be 
hoped that the cause would grow, so that the 
liquor men could never gain power any more. 
— 1 notice that certain Missouri liquor advo- 
cates, in writing against "Local option," say that 
there is much liquor drank in some Kansas towns 
yet, and that prohibition does not prohibit, neither 
will local option. Such statements I presume are 
considered fair from a liquor standpoint. Al- 
though it is tar from the truth. Still I have no 
doubt that a man who is capable of associating 
with the lawless, the rakes and bums, and going 
into the haunts and dives of iniquity found in all 
towns, could get liquor. But what does this 
prove; It proves nothing aginst prohibition. It 
only proves that there are those who will violate 
law, still, and that there are those who will associate 
with such lawless people. If people were good 
enough to submit to the laws, that argument 
would tail, but there is one point of argument that 
continues to be forcible. While Kansas, with all 
her violators of prohibition law has, less than a 
thousand convicts in her penitentiary, tbe good 
old State of Mo. with her liberal laws, her indul- 


gence in the social cup, and her love ol latitude, 
has nearly two thousand of her sons working for 
the state under sentence, for 'violation of some 
of her good laws.
